The French Commissariat _ for 
Atomic Energy. the Israeli Atomic 
Commision. and the British Authority 
for Atomic Energy have reached an 


agreement concerning the exchange of 


information on heavy water, it. is 
officially announced here by the 
French Government. 

Commenting on the communiqué, a 
spokesman of the French Commissariat 
stated that the agreement would be of 

“enormous importance” to the further 
development of atomic energy because all 
inventions of the three particular countries 
would be exchanged on a reciprocal basis. 


Accordin to a silatement by the British 
Authority for Atomic Energy the main 
object of the agreement is “ co-operation 
in research and development work on 
methods of heavy water production.”

Rabbi Konigshofer’s Views 


To the Fditor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—Since. my. views on Jewish 
education have slipped out from the 
small conference room into the light 
of public attention, 1 should be grate- 
ful if you published the following 
reply to avoid any further misunder- 
standing. 

What we discussed at this conference 


was the problem of youth education for 


those realising the indisputable fact -of 
the ever-widening gap between the moral 
conception of our environment, and -the 
meniality and atmosphere that is to the 
liking of-a Jew. sull faithful in thought 
and practice. As observant and truly 
traditional Jews we compromise little and 
sacrifice a great. deal.

PRESIDENT NASSER’S bomb- 
shell in announcing the nationalisa- 
tion of the Suez Canal Company has 
shaken the Western Powers into 4 
(not to say -agonising) 
reappraisal of the whole of their 
Middle Easiern policy. . While the 
leaders of Britain, France, and the 
U.S.A: have been urgently con- 
sidering. what immediate — steps 
should be taken to deal with the 
situation which has arisen, -the 
peoples of the world have been 


‘given an opportunity to consider the 


policies and actions which have led 
to the discomfiture of the Western 
Powers, for the present situation 1s. 
a direct result of what, has. gone 
before. In considering the policies 
which have been followed in_ the 
past it is tempting to exaggerate 
the importance of the little State of 
Israel. Despite.its relatively insigni- 
ficant size, it has, however (like the 
Jews in. general), played a dispro- 
portionate part in the shaping of 
events: Indeed, it as safe to say 
that the attitude of the various 
Powers towards Israel has. repre- 
sented the touchstone of their 
policy. in the Middle East. 
With minor fluctuations Great 
Britain has pursued a roughly con- 
sistent policy ever since 1947, when 
she announced that she would give 
up the Mandate for Palestine and 
challenged the United Nations, 
without her help, to find a solution 
for the Palestine problem. Before 
withdrawing from the country in 
May, 1948; she loaded the dice 
heavily in favour of the Arabs, and 
made no secret of her expectation 
that in the chaotic conditions which | 
would follow her with- 
drawal the Arabs would be able, if- 
not to throw the Jews. into. the sea, 
at least to contain. them within a 
very small area. Those expectations 
were frustrated, and this country 
accepted, with good grace, the 


establishment of the State of Israel,

time, she never lost sight of the fact.

Now the Anglo-American policy 
of appeasement lies in ruins for 
all to behold. Colonel Nasser’s 
coup has demonstrated that no 
amount of appeasing the Arabs has 
brought the slightest benefit to the 
Western Powers: The attitude to 
Israel was the touchstone. 
West had stood firm and ensured 
(as they could easily have done) 
that the Armistice Agreements were 
strictly observed in all their detail, 
the strength and prestige of Britain 
and the United States would have 
been maintained at the high level 
at which they stood at the end of 
the war. The Arab: States would 
not have been encouraged to how! 
like hyenas all round §Israel’s 
frontiers, arms would have been 
supplied in ample measure to ward 
off the constantly reiterated threats 
of a second round,and, perhaps most 
important of all in the light of 
present events, the Suez Canal would 
have been kept open for Israeli shrps 
and the Egyptians would not have 
been allowed during these eight 


years to flout Security Council reso- | 


lutions and the International Con- 
vention whic’: demands that the 
Canal should be kept open to vessels 


of all nations. 


The seizure of the Canal Company 


-by Colonel Nasser must surely be. 


the clearest warning which the 
Western Powers could receive. Now 
there is not the slightest excuse for 
their not seeing what are Egypt's 
intentions. Colonel Nasser made it 
abundantly clear

nearer to the horrible events that 
he describes. In the meantime his 
book has become a_ sort of 
“classic ”’ of the history of that 
dark age. 

Without indulging in self-pity and 
passion, though his deep emotion 
is felt in every line of the book, 
M. Poliakov gives a most compre- 
hensive picture of the Jewish 
tragedy of the 12 years 1933-1945: 
from the very beginning, when no 
one could anticipate what the future 
had in store, up to the gruesome and 
incredible process of extermination, 
with the technical perfection and 
inhuman depravity of the Nazi 
“industry of death.” 


Incontrovertible Sources 


His story is baséd on original 
documents, most of them from Nazi 
sources and incontrovertible. Perhaps 
the most interesting part of the book 
is the author's attempt to analyse the 
Nazi mind and the behaviour of the 
classes of men involved in the per- 
petration of mass murder. One of the 
strongest of his accusations ts directed 
against those non-German. East 
European people who. willingly colla- 
borated in these crimes or showed 
‘the utmost indifference to them. On the 
other hand, many people among the 
West European nations put up as much 
resistance as possible in an effort to 
prevent the uninhibited cruelty of the 
Nazi enemy and to. protect Jews 
whenever they could.

THE FUTURE OF JERUSALEM 


By the Hon. EDWIN SAMUEL, C.M.G. 


HAVE had a long talk with 
Jerusalem's new and 
Mayor, Mr. 
founder and until recently editor of 
the JERUSALEM Post. He has lived 


energetic 


in. this city since 1920 and is 
unashamedly in love with it—a 
city above all other cities. Last 


September he became its first Left- 


wing Mayor, and a new spirit-every-: 
where is already being felt: for 


under the Turks and. the. British, 
the Mayor of Jerusalem was 
always a Moslem. Since 1948 the 
Mayors have been either Right- 
wing or Orthodox. Now it is 
Labour's turn and Agron is. having 
the time of his life. 

The Municipal Council of 21 mem- 
bers is a difficult body to manage and, 
in the past, for months on end, it 
had often been in a state of dead- 
lock, At one time, I was adviser to 
the (Mizrachi) Mayor on administra- 
tive reorganisation: but nothing 
could be carried through the Council 
and we parted company. Later, the 
Israeli Government had to replace the 
elected Council by an appointed com- 
mission of cjvil servants to keep the 
city running. Now, Agron often has 
12 supporters in the elected Council 
against eight members of the Opposi- 
tion. He js a. skilful politician and 
gets a great deal through the Council. 
Much of his recent. activities, 


Council by. getting the municipal 
officials to carry out work for which 
money has already been voted. For, 
unlike Britain, where mayors. are 
largely nominal and administration is 
mainly in the hands of highly paid 
solicitors—the Town Clerks—in Israel 
the mayor is a whole-time manager, 
elected for four years to run the city. 
 Amenitiés Provided 

The new Council started by getting 
the street cleaning stepped up—twice 
a day where necessary. Better street 
lighting was provided, especially in 
the outer. suburbs. 
vet exist,

playgrounds were planned:. some are 
already in operation, -Many of the 
empty building plots in the central 
area, used as rubbish dumps, were 
cleaned . and converted. into small 
gardens, with welcome lawns and 
benches. Even the great excavation 
next. door to the present Knesset 
building, begun years ago for an Arab 
(and popularly known = as 
lhe Jewish National Hole), has been 
converted. by bulldozers into a small 
park in which the new Benno Elkan 
Menorah is the centre of attraction— 
all at a- public cost of some. £2,000.

This initial activity by Agron has 
given Jerusalem citizens renewed hope 
that perhaps somethjng can be -done 
with their lovely city. They grumbled 
when, as part of. his scheme. the 
Municipal offices were spruced up. 
But Jerusalem always grumbles. From 
the start, the Council with 
unexpected obstacles. Some of the low- 
lying quarters were flooded by. tor- 
rential winter rains:. much money had 
diverted to shoring-up pre- 
carious bujldings and caring for 
evacuees from condemned buildings. 
Then the recent border tension led to 
the imposition ef an additional emer- 
gency Municipal rate of 124 per cent 
for. building public air-raid— shelters.

Jerusalem is a poor city : it is off 
the ‘beaten track, in the middle. of 
mountains nearly 3,000 feet high.

It is not a port city, 
but relies for its living on being: a 
centre of government, of university 
life, and of tourism, although. the 
main tourist attractions—in the Old

families). Only 5,000 breadwinners are

Agron’s admini- 
Stration has. taken over short-term 
debts of This involves 
the. Municipality in repayments. of 
£30,000 a month. Hence, one of the 
first things Agron is trying to do is to 


attract more: people to the city.. Until 
recently. it was losing some 2,000 
people a month. to Tel Aviv, Haifa, 


and elsewhere, many of them recent 
immigrants in Jerusalem's ma abara. 
That movement has now largely 
stopped, and Agron hopes.to reverse 
the process and to expand Jerusalem's 
population from 150,000: to 250,000. 
This can be done in part by offering 
terms to new industries, 
rates in the 
first Vears, cheap water, electric power, 
and railway freight rates. 

Jerusalem can also be made more 
attractive to new settlers than at 


present, A great deal can be done 
with littl judicious municipal 
investment in the mght directions to 


attract more private investment capital. 
Hence, Jerusalem has taken the initia- 
tive jn getting the Israeli Treasury. to 
guarantee a local government loan for 
12 years of £3.200,000. Of this Tel 
Aviv will get £1,000,000, Jerusalem 
and Haifa £600,000 each. while’ the 
remaining £1.000,000— will -be  distri- 
buted among the smaller towns.

New Jerusalem, unlike Tel Aviv and 
Haifa, is not a wholly new city: parts 
of it—chiefly the Orthodox Jewish 
quarters—-go back nearly a hundred 
years. With their courtyards and 
terraces, their outdoor stone staircases 
and balconies, they are beautiful in 
the eye of the artist and the visitor. 
For these. parts: of the city, Agron’s 
motto is“ paint and plant.” 

Having once been Secretary to the 
Jerusalem Town Planning Commius- 
sion, I can only applaud this attitude 
of conserving the past while planning 
for the future. At last the buslding 
by-laws are being enforced. What I 


‘would also like to see is greater con- 


trol of street advertising. The round 
pill-boxes. plastered with posters that 
block pavements. should. be removed, 
Agron has already tofn down most of 
the hoardings at the entrance to the 
city. Now he should enforce the 
by-law prohibiting house-owners from 
leasing-their walls and roofs for huge 


‘signs. advertising cigarettes and beer.

For the new Mayor of Jerusalem all 
this is but a beginning. .

This: biography of. Heine was 
first published in German in 1934, 
when the Nazi régime had. begun 
to run its disastrous course, and it 
therefore appeared not in Germany, 
but in Holland. ..The present issue 
in English translation has necessi- 
tated some revision, for, as Dr. 
Brod says, though he has not made 
any major modification in the 
general thesis of his book, “it was 
inevitable that a whole outlook and 
sense of history should be affected. 
The destruction of a large part. of 
the Jewish nation and the re-estab- 


Jishment of the State of Israel after 


an interruption of — nearly 
thousand years has. forced 
modify our view of the historical 
epoch in which Heine lived and 
worked and to revise our judgment 
of its emancipationist and assimi- 
lationist. strivings. 

The revision. has, in 
slight. Though Dr. 
Heine in all his vartety as a poet, 
prose-writer, political journalist. and 
anguished figure living in an age of 
transition. ‘between the 
wars and the changed Germany which 
crystallised after his death, his treat- 
ment of his theme ts-distinguished from 
the numerous biographies written 
past hundred vears by its 
strong on the Jewish element 
in Heine's thought and feeling, and 
attention is focused on. the. position 
of the Jews of Germany in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. .

He no doubt exaggerated, as 
Dr. Brod points out, the principle of 
asceticism in Jewish tenets: never 
theless that was his behef and the crux 
of his objection to Judaism. and his 
ambivalence. of thought.and feéling 
is clearly evident in the. alternation 
of eulogy and disparagement which 1s 
so marked a feature of his writings 
Dr. Brod suggests that Heine belongs 
properly to the history of the Jewish 
spirit, and he is certamly right to the 
extent that Heine exemplifies both the 
strength and weakness of the Jew in 


his struggle for his human rights 
against a hostile environment. But 
his temperament and outlook, his 


poetry and sorrows, were only in part 
die to his race. He shared much with 
his fellow-Germans. 
ways a typical. German of his time. 
For all his innate Jewish feeling. he ts 
not a specifically Jewish poet. He 1s a 
specifically German poet, whose situ- 
dation as a Jew occasionally coloured 
his poetic feeling and expression. 
With the reservations prompted by 


the reviewers inability to accept 
wholeheartedly Dr Brod’s mter- 
pretation of Heine's character and 


sources of inspiration. this biography 
may be recommended as a sympathetic 
account of an enigmatic genius whose 
spirit was neither wholly German nor 
wholly Jewish. It is informative and 
well documented, thoughtful in com- 
ment and not without flashes of 
insighf.

THE ORAL LAW 


In addition to the written Torah 
given by Moses, we have inherited 


‘many ancient traditions which were 


transmitted orally from one genera- 
tion to another, as well as later 
ordinances regulations by 
scholars and rabbis. All these came 
to be known as the Oral Law (Torah 
she-b’al-peh) which is equally binding 
with the Written Law upon Orthodox 


Jews. Throughout Jewish history. 


there . were. ‘however, sects which 
would not recognise the, validity of 
traditions not mentioned in the Torah. 
The best known of. these sects were 
the Samaritans. the Sadducees, and 
the.

U.S.A. COMEDIAN AND

Mr. Victor Borge Acclaimed

Are. you.a Jew ?”. 1 asked Mr. 
Victor. Borge, . the. .Danish-American 
comedian and concert pianist, whose 
début in Britain on the B.B.C. tele- 
vision service. on Tuesday won 
enthusiastic acclaim.

Mr. Borge is one of America’s highest 
paid ‘entertainers He was born in 
Copenhagen 47 years ago, a son of a 
violinist the  Dantsh Symphony 
Orchestra. His original name was Borg 
Rosenbaum... He became a solo pianist 
ol distinction at the age of 13. At one 
lume he played the organ at Jewish 
religious ceremonies. 

After a short. appearance in. films he 
devoted himself to entertaining audiences 
with his. droll, subtle brand of humour. 
He even dared to poke fun at the Nazis, 
deriding them for their intellectual hum- 
bug. and pomposity. When the | Nazi 
menace assumed threatening proportions 
he left Denmark for Sweden and 
eventually the U.S.A. 

In the United States he had at first to 


contend with his ignorance of English. . 


In 1948 he visited his native country to 
pay tribute to the courage of the Danish 
-ople, who had helped to save many 
ewish lives under the Nazi occupation. 
He was to give ome concert. In fact he 
Stayed for six wecks, giving 36 perform- 
ances for charitable purposes. For his 
Services the King of Denmark created 
him a Knight of Daneborg.

Whether this story is true or not is 
immaterial. It certainly could be true. 
as anyone who has. been to the hostel 
at Afula can testify. 

The Afula Hostel, built and partly 
maintained by the Mizrachi women of 
Britain, has that extra something 
which other stich establishments, even 
in Israel. have not. This is largely 
provided by Dr. Rothschild and his 
wife. He is.a unique kind of director 
and instructor, with a profound under- 
standing of. the unattached. child and 
its special. problems, and he has 
managed to provide a. real home: for 
the 70 children. in his charge, giving 
them a mixture of freedom and. dis- 
cipline. to make them happy: and 
healthy, secure and undeprived: His 
father was manager. of a Jewish 
orphanage in Germany, and from that 
environment Dr. Rothschild deter- 
mined to devote himself to problems 
of education. 

Escape from Nazis: 

His wife,: Rose. is also. an educa- 
tronist,. with whom: he worked first in 
Berlin, and then. after the advent of 
the Nazis. in Belgium, where they took 
over an orphanage for victims of. per- 
secution. _ From there Dr, Rothschild 
was removed-to a concentration camp. 
His wife carried on ‘as long as. she 
could and then escaped to. America, 
They: were reunited in Israel in 1950, 
shortly after Dr. Rothschild took over 
the Afula_ Hostel. 

The 70 children: of this family are 
mainly from. the Yemen and other 
Arab countries. with group from 
India. They live at the hostel and go 


daily to school across the road, where.

JEWS OF THE BELGIAN 
CONGO 


By a JewisH CHRonicLe Reporter 


The Chief Rabbi of ‘the Belgian 
Congo, Rabbi Moshe Levy, passed 
‘through London recently in the course 
of a-muission to 
several European 
countries and 
Israel. 

The. main pur- 
pose of this 
mission, Rabbi 
Levy told me 
in an interview, 
was to engage 
three minister- 
wachers for. the 
main centres _ of 
the Congo com- 
munity, Leopolds- 
ville, Elizabethville, 
and Luluaburg. 


Rabbi M. Levy 
In the forty-five years since the first 


Jewish settlers arrived the community 
has grown to 2,500 members and is 
centred primarily on Elizabethville, 
where a new synagogue and a communal 
hall have recently been built. 

Most of the original setilers came 
from the island of Rhodes, 

Reinforced by the more recent wave of 
Ashkenazi immigration, the Congo com- 
munity, said Rabbi Levy, continues to 
live an active Jewish life. 

Aided by his. wife, Rabbi Levy per- 
sonally conducts Hebrew and religion 
classes for the 200 Jewish children in the 
Government and missionary schools ir 
Elizabethville. He spends his week-ends 
flying across vast stretches of the country 
to cater for the needs of the outlying 
congregations. 

There. 18, he says, a lively interest: in 
Zionism, and, though relatively small in 
numbers. the Jews of the Congo have 
during the past year contributed more 
than 10,000,000 Belgian frances (about 
£71,000) to various Israeli appeals. 

The enterprise and energy of the. Jewish 
community, said Rabbi Levy, has earned 
the respect Europeans and Africans 
alike. Friendly relations are maintained 
both with the Belgian authorities and the 
missions of the various Christian denomi- 
nations, 

- During King Baudouin’s recent tour of 
the Congo a number communal 
leaders, among them Rabbi Levy, 


received State decorations.

Israel could offer only a field of struggle 
for Jewish existence, where the chances 
for survival were incomparably superior 
to those found by Jews elsewhere. He 
agreed there was a moral justification for 
Western immigrants receiving better con- 
ditions at the beginning: but afterwards 
they must adopt the policy of self-help. 

In the heated discussion which followed 
there was no support for Mr. Harman's 
views. They were demanding, one speaker 
equality of treatment rather than

grants as it did on immigrants from else-— 


where. Other speakers pointed out that 
Western immigrants had no compulsion 
to come to Israel, and when they did their 
standard of living was lowered. One 
speaker bluntly said that if there were no

Mr. Myer Silverstone, the Chairman of 
the Association, expressed regret at the 
smaliness of the immigration from Britain 
in the past year.
